1. JAPAN MISOFF MITSUO IIJIMA SAID HE WAS TOLD BY JUMITRU 
CEASUSU OF ROMANIA DEL ON OCT 24 THAT THE COSPONSORS 
OF THE GRUNK RES HAD MET WITH BOUTEFLIKA TO DISCUSS 
TACTICS. CEAUSU SAID THAT IF THE VOTE WERE TAKEN 

TODAY THEY WOULD NOT AHVE A MAJORITY. AND THAT CONTRARY 
TO THEIR EARLIER VIEW, THEY WERE IN BETTER SHAPE ON KOREA 
THAN ON KHMER. UNFORTUNATELY. HE SAID, THERE IS NO ROOM 
FOR COMPROMISE ON THE KHMER QUESTION, UNLIKE THE KOREAN 
QUESTION. AS A RESULT OF THIS PROBLEM, THE COSPONSORS 
DECIDED TO POSTPONE THE KHMER DEBATE UNTIL AFTER THE PALESTINE 
QUESTION. 

2. CEAUSU COMMENTED THAT WHILE THE GRUNK COSPONSORS HAVE A 
FIVE-MAN CORE GROUP, THE HOSTILE KOREA CORE IS NORTH 
KOREA ALONE. 

3. COMMENT: WE DO NOT KNOW WHAT WEIGHT TO GIVE TO 

THIS REPORT, BUT, SINCE WE HAVE BEEN ABLE TO OBTAIN SO LITTLE 
INFORMATION IN THE CORRIDORS ABOUT THE HOSTILE PLANNING ON 
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KHMER, WE RECORD IT AS RECEIVED. 
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
